Administration of two former 
county school bus route sys¬ 
tems has turned out to be a bit 
of a nightmare according to 
Chinook's Edge School Divi¬ 
sion transportation director 
Glen Dressel. 

Dressel, who spoke to the 
school board last week about 
the results of the first week of 
back to school, said the trans¬ 
portation department is busy 
trying to administer approxi¬ 
mately 130 routes for 5000 
students under the newly amal¬ 
gamated school board system. 
One of the larger problems they 
are faced with is efficiency. 

"In some of the larger school 
areas we have some buses 
crossing paths, which needs to 
be addressed,” Dressel said. 
"We need to look at shortening 
up bus routes and making 
them more efficient.” 

Dressel said one of the ways 
the department plans to do 
that is to get public input on 
where the buses should be 
going. Bus drivers are also ex¬ 
pected to deliver their input on 
how their routes are set up by 
the end of this week. 

Part of the reason for the 
problems, according to Dressel, 
is the unexpected density of 
students in some small areas, 
especially in the Highway 2 
corridor. Cremona and Sun- 
dre also have higher numbers 
of students than expected tak¬ 
ing the bus prompting the 
school board to ratify a deci¬ 
sion to return three 48 seat 
buses recently delivered to the 
school board. In their place, 
three 66 seat buses will be 
returned at an extra cost of 
$10,624 per bus. 

"On some of the bus routes, 
the volume of kids just climbed 
beyond our expectations,” he 
said. 
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Short term pain. Getting around Didsbury is a little more difficult these days while town crews work 
to improve streets, mainly off the by-pass road. Federal infrastructure money is being used to improve 
the condition of many roads which have been in desperate need of improvement for several years.

Former Didsbury CAO 
Mike Storey appeared at last 
week’s town council meeting 
armed with questions relat¬ 
ing to the town's operating 
budget. 

Among his questions - 
why the 1995 operating 
budget has not been adopted. 
He also asked why in 

amended policy has not been 
adopted regarding the ap¬ 
pointment on new town po¬ 
sitions as recommended in 
the corporate review. 

Regarding the town's capi 
tal budget, adopted at town 
council’s last meeting, Sto 
rey requested clarification on 
account balanc es. He told 
council he did not feel 
amounts outlined in the capi 
tal budget matched up with 
those in the current operat¬ 
ing budget. 

Storey pointed out that 
provincial guidelines require 
both capital and operating 
budgets tobe adopted before 
council can pass a property 
tax bylaw, which council did 
earlier this summer. 

"I would request that the 
council revisit the topic of 
the operating budget...and 
put in place a true, final 
budget which reflects true 
costs to the incoming offi¬ 
cials elected in October," Sto¬ 
rey said. 

Didsbury Mayor Ray Lea 
recommended Storey meet 
with administration to dis¬ 
cuss and hopefully resolve 
all concerns and questions.

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Schools preparing to 
elect advisory councils

Didsbury schools are pre¬ 
paring for a new school year 
with plans to elect parent advi¬ 
sory councils with far more 
participatory powers than in 
previous years. 

The new PACs, under the 
direction of Alberta Education, 
will be asked to participate in 
school bast'd decision making, 
helping principals at each 
school determine policies, cre¬ 
ate budgets and set goals for 
the school. 

While the provincial govern 
ment had earlier determined 
that PACs would have more 
control over schools, that deci¬ 
sion was rescinded earlier this 
year after consultation with 
parents who felt the responsi¬ 
bility was too great for volun 
teers. School administrators, 
specifically the principal will 
be responsible for implement¬ 
ing education programs and 
for day to day management of 
the school. 

The school board will con¬ 
tinue to be responsible for the 
larger decision making proc¬ 
esses involving overall budget 
ing, policy direction, teacher 
hiring and performance evalu 
ations. 

The new syst em means par¬ 
ents will have a far more mean¬ 


ingful role in the school system 
as compared to previous years 
when their involvement was 
limited to fundraising and event 
organization. 

Ian Taylor, principal of Dids¬ 
bury High School, said DI1S is 
planning the election of their 
PAC on October 10. Nomina¬ 
tion forms for parents who wish 
to stand have been sent home 
with students. At a meeting 
held earlier this month, it was 
decided the DUS PAC will be 
made up of a maximum of 10 
parents who will be demoerati 
t ally elected by other school 
parents. One teacher, elected 
by other teachers, and one stu¬ 
dent, elected by other students, 
will also sit on the council. A 
community member will be 
appointed when the council has 
been elected.- 

Taylor said initially five par 
ents will be asked to hold their 
office for one year and the sec¬ 
ond five will be asked to hold 
their’s for two. 

Nominations can be handed 
over to the DI1S office or made 
at the election meeting. 

Both Ross Ford and 
Westglen schools are still in 
the planning stages for the elec¬ 
tion for their PACs. Under the 
provincial directions, schools 
have until February 15, 1996 
to elect PACs. 


What will school councils do? 

• their role is to work with and provide advice to the school 
principal and sometimes to the school board 

• councils can provide advice on educat ional matters at the 
school level and contribute to decisions made in cooperation 
with the principal, the school staff, other parents and where 
applicable, with the students 

• take on different Jimctions in different communities, on 
a continuum from a minimal level of involvement to actively 
providing advice on policies; on planning, development and 
delivery of programs; on budgeting and allocating of re 
sources; on the communicaliaons and community relations 
of their school; on shaping direction and on defining goals of 
the school 

• decide, based on their expertise and parent / community 
needs, the functions in which they would be involved 

• co operate and communicate with other participants in 
the educational endeavour 

• make decisions unilaterally only when dealing with their 
own internal bylaws, finances and methods of operating

Big Country Summer Games 
Chair Linda Regner made her 
final fiscal report in summa¬ 
tion of the BCSG at last weeks 
council session. Regner re¬ 
ported a total legacy of 
$1,581.58 remained as the 
books closed on the games. 
She suggested approximately 
$1,200 be placed in reserve, 
with a suggestion it be used for 
tendering future host recrea¬ 
tion bids. She further suggested

reports $.50 per page and $15 
per report and special requests 
for specific line item details $5 
per item and $.50 per page. 

Addressing the section in 
the new Municipal Government 
Act dealing with appeal provi¬ 
sions for persons denied infor¬ 
mation by the C.A.O., a Mu¬ 
nicipal Information Appeal 
Committee was established 
following third and final read¬ 
ing of bylaw #95-25.

Disestablishment of the 
Family and Community Serv¬ 
ices bylaw lead to adopting the 
corporate review recommenda¬ 
tion that recreation board pro¬ 
grams be consolidated within 
the Community Services De¬ 
partment.

Aquatic Supervisor Rhonda 
Hunter and the D.A.C. staff 
will be receiving an award from 
the Canadian Royal Life Sav¬ 
ing Society commending the 
volume of life saving courses 
presented during 1994. Coun¬ 
cillor Gayle Veno will be at¬ 
tending the presentation to 
take place September 23 at the 
Kananaskis Guest Ranch.

Council approved a motion 
to enter a contract with the 
Trans-Canada Audit company 
to detect potential errors on 
utility billings. The company 
will provide services to locate 
potential missed rebates and 
revenues, due to billing and 


meter reading errors, 
miscalibrated meters and 
charges for equipment never 
installed.

Following a request by a lo¬ 
cal developer, the charge for 
compliance letters as required 
for property development was 
evaluated by council who re¬ 
quested that Development Of¬ 
ficer Robert Wigg review the 
matter. The discussion was 
tabled pending receipt of fur¬ 
ther information.

Work required to repair the 
broken surface and contain 


dust on Co-op road was esti¬ 
mated to cost $3,776.15. Ap 
praising considerations includ¬ 
ing the late date in the season 
and the fact that the contrac¬ 
tor would not be able to start 
work for two weeks, it was de¬ 
cided to shelve the project until 
early spring.

A new landscaping program 
recently introduced by 
TransAlta Utilities may resolve 
concerns regarding precarious 
footing on the walkway behind 
Westhill Close. The matter was 
tabled to allow more time for 
town foreman Hans Janssen 


to evaluate the situation.

Policy governing guidelines 
for donation and scholarship 
requests was reviewed and 
outlined to include the follow 
ing: All requests for donations 
and/or scholarships must be 
addressed to the Town of Dids 
bury in writing.

Board bows out of bargaining unit

Chinook's Edge Regional 
School board has given notice 
it wishes to withdraw from the 
collective bargaining group it 
joined earlier this year. 

The school board made the 
decision to withdraw from the 
Bow Valley School Authorities 
Association after a private dis¬ 
cussion at their board meeting 
last week. 

Wayne Poncia, spokesper-. 
son for the school board, said 
the board made the decision to 
conduct contract negotiations 
with their employees them¬ 
selves. 

"The school board prefers to 
bargain with their own local 
(Alberta Teachers’ Associa 
tion)," Ponciasaid. "I think they 


felt it was better to be dealing 
with people you know rather 
than with strangers.” 

The bow Valley School Au¬ 
thorities Association is a col¬ 
lective bargaining group of 
school boards joined to handle 
contract negotiations on a 
larger level. The former County 
of Mountain View School Board 
was a member and the newly 


amalgamated Chinook's Edge 
School Board voted to join the 
association in the spring. 

Poncia said the school board 
felt good about the chance to 
sit down with their own teach¬ 
ers to discuss contracts. The 
bargaining representative from 
the local Alberta Teachers’ As¬ 
sociation could not be reached 
for comment by press time.

Just what exactly is the provincial government up to, 
what is the underlying agenda, in their refusal to grant the 
Alheria Human Rights Commission any kind of real power'? 

Granted, the very existence of the body was up for grabs 
after the commission investigation but despite its reprisal 
from death row, the commission has no teeth left to make 
any real difference and it makes it look as if the provincial 
government has no sympathy for any minority in this 
province. 

Take for example the recommendation that the commis¬ 
sion be appointed by an all party committee. Rejected. That 
move would most certainly have taken away any speculation 
about the impartiality of the commission and made it less 
vulnerable to political whims. Instead it will remain the 
responsibility of the governing party. 

The fact that the commission is to be appointed by the 
governing party might not be so hard to swallow if it did not 
appear as if the Klein government was impervious to plight 
of discrimination. They dismissed out of hand the idea of 
provincially legislated protection for homosexuals and they 
decided not to adopt the resolution from the United Nations 
on the rights of children. 

In the first case, someone has to remind the government 
that everyone is entitled to equal treatment in this province 
regardless of race, sex, religion or sexual preference. Simply 
because the province provides for protection of that equality 
does not mean they endorse or support the behavoir. We are 
a Christian province but we do not allow people to be 
discriminated against because they are Muslim or Jewish 
even though we do not agree with or support their religion. 

In the second case, the province refused to endorse the 
U.N. resolution saying they felt it would take away from the 
rights of the parents. We must remember though, parents 
have the financial and educational backgrounds to defend 
themselves. Children don’t even have a voice. And while as 
a society we have put parents at risk for disciplining their 
children, we can at least say it is a worthy risk if it saves one 
child from harm. 

It is dangerous to fall prey to the seemingly logical 
argument that human rights for any one group should not 
have to be legislated, but, if not, what is to stop discrimina¬ 
tion from occurring'? Unfortunately, as a race, we are 
discriminatory and xenophobic by nature. There must be 
some means in place for victims of discrimination to find 
justice. There must be some kind of deterrent which shows 
our attempts to be civilized despite our more feral instincts. 

Instead what we get is an enfeebled Human Rights 
Commission without the power to enforce any kind of justice 
for those who suffer because they do not fit the government’s 
idea of the aims of the so-called "moral majority’’. 

Isn’t it odd that the province which portrays itself as a 
capitalist democracy, the epitome of freedom, demands 
conformity instead of allowing for the unencumbered prac¬ 
tise of individualism?

Re: Calculations on the W6TA payment 


Dear Editor: 

My previous article was writ - 
ten to determine an equitable 
way of dealing with a one time 
payment which was compen¬ 
sation for a long time loss of 
yearly benefits. It was not 
meant to deal with owner-ten¬ 
ant division hut the figures 
themselves had great implica¬ 
tion. 

The calculation based on 5 
percent real interest shows 
$476.20 for the first year, per 
$ 10,000 payment. This leaves 
$9,523.80 to provide for future 
payments. I\it it to a trust 
company at 5 percent interest, 
9523.80x.05 = $476.19. Split¬ 
ting the penny could make it 
exact. I have made this exam¬ 
ple because it proves the accu¬ 
racy of both the method of the 
computation which gave the 
4.762 percent for one year. 

Now the $64,000 question. 
Who gets the $476.20? You 
may say the tenant who actu¬ 
ally farms. Then t o he consist¬ 
ent we must award future ten¬ 
ants the same $476.19, pro¬ 
vided from the 'Tenants’ Trust 
Account." 'Phis assumes there 
is nothing for the farm owner. 
The tenants' account took all 
that was left of the $10,000 
award! 

But read the articles on page 
11, Didsbury Review, Sept. 5. 
Paul Gervais, "one of the two 
Alberta Agriculture farm busi¬ 
ness management specialists” 
(direct quote from first article) 
stationed in Olds says in the 
second article "However it's 
important to note the payment 
is in anticipation of reduced 
land values." "Also payment 
will only he made to the land- 
owner--". 

1 interviewed Merle Good, 
Paul Gervais and Ted Ford and 
they seemed to me to whole¬ 
heartedly agree with my meth¬ 
ods of calculation and I had to 
agree whole-heartedly with 
Paul’s assessment quoted 
above regarding where it 
should go, both before and af 
ter he said it. 


Faith renewed 

Dear Editor: 

1 would like to share with 
you a very uplifting experience 
we had a few days ago. 

We were expecting overseas 
visitors on Thursday, Aug. 24, 
so in order to leave myself free 
to meet the plane that day, I 
went into Edmonton on busi¬ 
ness early Wednesday, plan¬ 
ning to return after supper so 
I could prepare for their arrival 
the next day. 

Our visitors, however, had 
faxed us the wrong date and 
apparently arrived at the air¬ 
port on Wednesday, the 23rd 
with no one to meet them. Alter 
hours of waiting, they took a 
taxi to Didsbury only to find no 
one at home when they got 
there. Imagine their dismay and 
confusion as they sat on my 
front step in the rather cold, 
grey afternoon surrounded by 
their luggage their first trip to 
western Canada. 

Their plight was not unno¬ 
ticed, however, as some good 
Samaritan lady (still unknown 
to me) took pity on them and 


Let’s see how much land 
values would he reduced by 
losing 30 cents per bu. on bar 
ley and 37cents on wheat. If 
the purchaser expects 40 hu. 
barley per acre, he expects a 
loss of $ 12 per acre per year 
forever. If he has an 8 percent 
mortgage, that's a loss of $ 150 
per acre (8 percent of $ 150 is 
$12).

I have worked out loss of 
annual rent a tenant might 
expect to pay but leave it out 
because this is long enough 
and the land value calculation 
has already proved that the 
award should in all farmers go 
to the owner. 

1 appreciate your article, 
Doug. But your first paragraph 
which calls the statement that 
a landlord deserves it all, "a 
faulty assumption", 1 feel is 
wrong in the light of the previ¬ 
ous quote from Paul Gervais. 

I don't content that the 30 
cent reduction for export bar¬ 
ley will make exactly that dif 
ference in inter-farm or feedlot 
sales. But 1 contend that eleva¬ 
tor price is the main factor in 
feedlot prices. Why would a 
feeder pay more to a farmer 
than he could but it for at the 
elevator, unless the elevator 
had none? Why would a farmer 
sell for less to a feeder than the 
elevator offers, unless, as has 
happened, he had no quota 
and must have cash. 1 can't 
understand how living in the 
Peace River or our corridor 
makes farmers and feeders any 
different. 

"Use your head and your 
heart to decide what's fair." 
Yes, if you accept my figures 
you are using your head, or 
mine, or Paul Gervais'. You are 
right on that. Now when you 
receive the payment (remem¬ 
ber "payments will only be 
made to the landowner "), use 
yourheart, and you may give it

Because I’d spoken to her 
only the day before she knew I 
was out of town till later that 
night, so she drove to my house, 
invited them to hers and gave 
them supper - telephoned us 
and looked after them until 
help arrived. 

What a town! What friends! 
The unlooked for kindness of 
this sort renews my faith in 
human nature and my real 
appreciation for small towns 
and small town people!

Town opens the 
doors for business

Didsbury's town council and 
administration sent out a mes¬ 
sage last week, telling residents 
and people from around the 
area that they arc open for 
business. 

At an open house highlight¬ 
ing some of the plans Didsbury 
is undertaking in order to at¬ 
tract more residential develop¬ 
ment, town staff and council¬ 
lors showed approximately 100 
visitors just what they have in 
mind. 

Besides displays highlight¬ 
ing the town’s operational and 
community services depart¬ 
ments, concept designs for 
suggested residential develop¬ 
ment were also displayed by 
their creator, Parkland Com¬ 
munity Planning Services (for¬ 
merly know as the Red Deer 
Regional Planning Commis¬ 
sion). Didsbury’s administra¬ 
tor, Evan Parliament, said the 
concept designs were on dis¬ 
play to give potential residents 
and residential developers and 
idea of what Didsbury is plan¬ 
ning to do to attract its goal of 
7 percent growth. 

Didsbury’s Main Street pro¬ 
gram architect was also on 


hand during the open house 
with a slide show and an oral 
presentation about what Main 
Street hopes to accomplish in 
Didsbury’s downtown core. 

‘‘1 think it was all well re¬ 
ceived,” Parliament said. "Es¬ 
pecially the slide show because 
then they got the chance to see 
the architect’s work around the 
province.” 

The open house was de¬ 
signed to attract the commuter 
residential market which is the 
key to the 7 percent growth 
goal Didsbury town council set 
after undergoing a corporate 
review earlier this year. Parlia 
ment said they plan to go alter 
a potential 1 million residents 
in the greater Calgary area who 
could be persuaded to take up 
residence in Didsbury. He said 
they plan to continue market¬ 
ing to this group and the next 
step is a show in Calgary this 
spring. 

As for the open house. Par¬ 
liament said its success means 
it will likely be held again, ex¬ 
cept perhaps with a different 
focus. 

"We’ve tried the emphasis 
on residential and maybe next 
time we'll have more of a com¬ 
mercial emphasis.”

Main Street Beat 


The Main Street Project has 
been very fortunate to secure 
the services of a project archi¬ 
tect. Lome Simpson of the 
Calgary firm of Simpson, 
Roberts and Wappel was se¬ 
lected by an interview com¬ 
mittee which consisted of 
several members of the com¬ 
munity, town councillors, 
and a member representing 
the Chamber of Commerce 
with the assistance of repre¬ 
sentatives of the Alberta 
Main Street Programme and 
Alberta Community Develop¬ 
ment's Historic Sites and Ar 
chives branch. After a grueling 
full day of interviews, the Com¬ 
mittee was able to come to a 
unanimous decision on Mr. 
Simpson. 

Lome Simpson is a certified 
architect with the Alberta As¬ 
sociation of Architects and is 
also a member of the prestig¬ 
ious Royal Architectural Insti¬ 
tute of Canada. After several 
years in the field of architec¬ 
ture in a variety of capacities, 
Simpson decided he wished to 
become more of a specialist in 
the preservation and conser¬ 
vation ofhistortc buildings. He 
attended the Institute of Ad¬ 


vanced Architectural Studies 
at the University of York in 
England where he obtained a 
Masters of Arts degree in con¬ 
servation, returned to Canada 


and hasn't looked back since. 

Simpson's academic back 
ground is well versed in both 
the technical and philosophi 
cal side of conservation archi 
lecture but he is also able to 
work with old buildings so 
those buildings are well suited 
to the economic realities of 
today. Buildings familiar to 
many of us for which Simpson 
has been the architect include 
the Calgary Saddledome, the 
Doll Bloch and Bank of Mon¬ 
treal (now A & B Sound) on 
Stephen Avenue in Calgary and 
Wade's Jewelry (and other Main 
Street buildings) in 
Drumheller. 

Lime Simpson has been the 
project architect for several 


Main Street projects over the 
past 10 years including 
Drumheller, Medicine Hat, 
Claresholm and Inglewood in 
Calgary. He brings to Dids¬ 
bury a wealth of knowl¬ 
edge and expertise as 
well as a very friendly 
personality. At the open 
house co-hosted by Main 
Street and the Town last 
Thursday, Simpson gave 
a presentation ofhis pre¬ 
vious Main Street work 
which elicited many favorable 
comments. The transition of 
some of the buildings from de¬ 
crepit wrcM'k to gem was in¬ 
credible. 

The' open house was a well 
attended and a successful 
event which will be continuing 
in the future as part of efforts 
to improve Didsbury’s economy 
and look.

These distinct divisions of 
responsibility are more easy 
done in larger organizations. It 
is equally important but more 
difficult in small organizations. 
One person may wear each one 
of these hats in the course of 
the year. In order for the or¬ 
ganization to operate effectively 
this person should only wear 
one hat at a time. For example: 
Let’s assume a member of the 
executive committee who man¬ 
ages the organization is also 
on the hiring committee. When 
working on the hiring commit¬ 
tee, the member has no au¬ 
thority to hire an employee. 
The member can only make a 
recommendation to the board 


organizations to be effective, 
committee members, board 
members and staff all should 
have distinct roles. People in 
the organization must know 
and respect that they bring 
different strengths and weak¬ 
nesses to the relationship. 
These assets can be used effec¬ 
tively in various roles. Humor 
me for a minute and associate 
these roles in the organization 
with wearing different hats. 

1. The Governance Hat is 
worn by the board of directors.

Each organization will put a 
different slant on how they 
govern and delegate authority 
to administration and commit¬ 
tees. This starts with an hon¬ 
est discussion to redefine and 
negotiate who should do what. 
The organization can then 
clearly define these responsi¬ 
bilities ofboard, staff and com¬ 
mittees in policy. 

A thoughtfully designed 
partnership between the board, 
staff and committees will

At the Legislature

Premier Ralph Klein says he 
didn’t write a blank cheque to 
attract the World's Fair to Cal¬ 
gary. But the evidence says he 
did and that's a big problem for 
all the MLAs who ran with him 
to get the government to stop 
writing cheques to attract new 
projects. It may also be a prob¬ 
lem for Albertans who voted for 
Klein's platform. 


Ottawa has awarded Cal¬ 
gary the right to bid for the 
2005 World’s Fair specifically 
because the Government of 
Alberta made an "unequivocal 
guarantee to cover any debts 
it may incur." Agreeing t o cover 
any losses is a requirement to 
get the bid and it’s a require¬ 
ment Ontario’s Conservative 
Premier Mike Harris was not 
willing to match for a bid from 
the City of Ottawa. 

It is, in effect, a blank 
cheque. Members of the or¬ 
ganizing committee have said 
they expect the Fair to lose 
$150 million and as Calgary 
Mayor A1 Duerr confirms, Al¬ 
berta and the City of Calgary 
will split any loss 50-50. 

In a letter to the federal 
Heritage minister, Klein con¬ 
firms that Alberta stands by 
its’ commitment. What’s dis¬ 
turbing to those backbench¬ 
ers and perhaps to taxpayers, 
is that in public Klein is telling 
a different story. 

"At no time did we say we 
are going to write a blank 
cheque to backstop any defi¬ 
cit. We would share in the 


risks and responsibilities and 
also share in the benefits of 
these games." 

So Alberta is on the hook for 
any potential gain or loss? 

■We’re on the hook to share 
in the responsibility for staging 
a great event for this province, 
along with Calgary.” 

If there is a deficit, asked 
reporters, who pays? 

Well, if there isn’t a deficit, 
who benefits?" the premier re¬ 
plied. 

But who pays? 

"These games are not being 
budgeted for a deficit." 

Moments later: "If there is a 
deficit, we will share with the 
City of Calgary." 

This is the second time Klein 
has denied agreeing to backstop 
the Fair. Back in April, some¬ 
one leaked a letter from Klein 
to the federal government. That 
letter, dated February 21st, 
promised that his government 
would "assume a proportion¬ 
ate share of responsibility and 
risk associated with hosting 
the Exposition." A federal re¬ 
port recommended giving the 
bid to Calgary precisely be¬ 


cause of that guarantee, and 
Klein was asked if any debts 
incurred would be covered by 
his government and the City of 
Calgary. 

"Yes,” said Klein, "that's 
right, and we have said that." 

So the government and Cal¬ 
gary will jointly underwrite any 
losses? 

"I cannot guarantee that we 
would backstop any losses." 

Klein's officials briefed gov¬ 
ernment MLAs on the letter at 
the time and not one M LA came 
out of the briefing believing 
that the government was com¬ 
mitted to backstopping the 
losses. 

The story faded, but now it's 
back and taxpayers are on the 
hook, for at least the bid, and 
probably for the whole thing. 
The only competing bid on the 
table right now comes from 
Nagoya, Japan, where officials 
have cooled to the whole idea, 
partly because of recent earth¬ 
quake damage. 

Some of those backbench¬ 
ers are profoundly disturbed 
by the published letters that 
commit Alberta tax dollars and 


by Klein’s answers. Some of 
them have been personally 
assured by Klein’s advisors 
that Alberta is not on the 
hook. Others accept con¬ 
stant reassurance from Klein 
and Treasurer Jim Dinning 
that the Fair will have no 
deficit. Which is what the BC 
government promised about 
Expo 86. Oops. What was 
that Jean Drapeau said 
about a man having a baby? 

Some of the backbench¬ 
ers remember Klein’s crown¬ 
ing achievement as Mayor of 
Calgary: the 1988 Olympic 
Winter Games. Others recall 
that Mayor Klein committed 
taxpayers money to a failed 
bid to attract the Miss Uni¬ 
verse pageant to Calgary and 
a failed bid to bring in the 
World Chess Championship. 

None of them were 
present, though, when the 
decision was made to com¬ 
mit Alberta taxpayers to 
Calgary’s World's Fair bid. 
Now they’ll have to decide 
whether to be there to help 
write out that blank cheque.

preparation of Advent leading 
to Christmas and then special 
seasons including Easter and 
Pentecost until the cycle be¬ 
gins again. 

Aha! Pentecostl Pentecost or 
the celebration of the I loly Spirit 
coming on the early apostles 
and so invigorating them that 
they went out and helped to 
start the Christian church. 
Pentecost (which occurs 50 
days after Easter) is recognized 
as the birthday of the Chris 
tian church. Don’t we count all 
our years from our birthdays? 
Each year that starts after a 
birthday we start to head to¬ 
ward the next yearly anniver¬ 
sary. Well that makes the 
church about 1,962-years-old! 

In practice although we use 
all three of these dates for cel¬ 
ebrations and for recording 
yearly anniversaries, church 
community activities really 


and that is the calendar year 
starting on January 1st. Most 
churches, but not all, have an 
annual meeting soon after 
January 1 st and approve budg¬ 
ets and programmes for the 
subsequent twelve months. 
Denominational head-quarters 
or regional officers, whether 
bishops or elders also usually 
do planning based on the cal¬ 
endar year. 

The second date for new year 
is the season of Advent. This is 
not celebrated in all Christian 
denominations but for those 
that do it includes the four 
Sundays immediately preced¬ 
ing Christmas, from the last 
Sunday in November or the 
first in December. It starts off 
the celebration of the seasons 
of the church year with the 


start again with renewed en¬ 
ergy each September. That is 
the month and season more 
than any other when young 
people move up, not just one 
grade at school but one grade 
in church school. It is the sea¬ 
son when choir practices start 
and bible studies start and 
church officers start to look at

Rodeo season is slowing 
down as autumn approaches, 
but for two-event cowboy, Rod 
Warren, the action hasn’t 
slowed down a bit. The 1994 
Canadian all around cham¬ 
pion took home three 
paycheques last weekend, with 
a saddle bronc win at the 
Okotoks Pro Rodeo in Alberta 
and another bronc win and a 
fourth place bulldogging finish 
at the Nicola Valley Rodeo in 
Merritt , BC. 

Valleyview, AB’s Warren 


shared his first win at Okotoks 
with last year’s Canadian sad 
die bronc champion, Rod Hay 
of Wildwood, AB and another 
star - Wayne Void’s 11 -year- 
old horse, Hurricane Skoal. A 
multiple CFR and NFR selec¬ 
tion, the 1,200 lb. bay took 
both men to victory in different 
rounds. Both scored 84 points 
and took home $900. Another 
CFR bronc, Verne Franklin’s 
Night Mare, carried Warren to 
victory, 83 points and another 
$923 at Merritt. Then Warren 
p<x‘keted $439 in the steer 
wrestling. 


It was also a tie in the saddle 
bronc at the Hell’s A Poppin' 
Stampede in Maple Creek, SK 
last weekend, with two Alberta 
cowboys, RedclifFs Shane 
Parker and Innisfail's Duane 
Daines, taking on Big Coun¬ 
try’s Goodyear and the Calgary 
Stampede’s Whiskey Jack for 
77 points and $720 each. 

A highlight of the weekend 
at Maple Creek was a high- 
scoring ride by sophomore bull 
rider Brad Link of Rainier, AB. 
Link rode the 1,600 lb. 
Badlands' Dodge Ram for 91

points and $982, moving him 
into second spot in the Cana¬ 
dian standings ahead of Duch¬ 
ess, AB’s Robert Bowers, who 
had inhabited the runer-up 
position since mid-July. Link, 
who qualified for the CFR in 
his first season as a profes¬ 
sional, has slowly but surely 
moved his way up from 17th 
place since early July. 

Another young competitor 
took the bull riding at Okotoks 
- rookie Kelly Armstrong of 
Seven Persons, AB rode Bob 
Baird's Silent Partner for 84 
points and $874 to give him¬ 
self a slightly more comfort¬ 
able lead of about $700 in 
fourth spot in the Canadian 
standings. At Merritt, it was 
veteran Cam Sutherland of 
High River, AB grabbing the 
victory with an 84-point ride 
on a Franklin bull. Hot Tip, for 
$1,117. The 31-year-old is 
likely out of CFR contention 
though, since he sits in 19th 
place and suffered a broken 
arm at Okotoks. 

Leslie Schlosser of Nanton, 
AB, American Sandi Emond 
and the nation's top barrel 
racer, Debbie Guelly of Hud¬ 
son Hope, BC, were the 
standouts in ladies barrel rac¬ 
ing. Schlosser enjoyed two sec¬ 
ond place finishes at Merritt 
and Maple Creek for $1,003; 
Emond took first at Merritt and 
fourth at Maple Creek for $989 
and Guelly won at Okotoks 
and came third at Merritt for 
$ 1,144. Metiskow, AB's Gayle 
Howes was the other winner, 
clocking a 16.83 at Maple Creek 
for $527. 

In the steer wrestling, itwas 
Gerald Willsie of Caroline, AB 
who took home the most cash, 
winning at Okotoks after a 
quick 3.8-second run for 
$1,009 and tying for second 
with Paynton, SK’s Todd 
Boggust at Merritt for another 
$674. Those performances 
moved the 1989 bulldogging 
champion from 12th to 7th 
place on the Canadian charts. 
Jody Brown of Calgary, AB took 
the steer wrestling win and 
$909 at Merritt, while ITncher 
Creek, AB’s Daryl Fisher re¬ 
ceived the largest single cheque 
of the weekend at $ 1,156, from 
Maple Creek for a 4.5 second 
victory. 

Foremost, AB’s Clark 
Hugson moved from seventh to 
fourth plaee in the calf roping 
rankings with steady perform¬ 
ances at Merritt, where the 23- 
year-old took the win and 
$1,117 and Maple Creek, where 
he claimed third and another 
$519. Darren Zieffle of Con¬ 
sort, AB also had a strong week¬ 
end, winning the roping at 
Okotoks and taking fourth at 
Maple Creek to win $1,155. 
The two-event cowboy likely 
won’t make it to the CFR for his 
sixth straight year, however, 
since he sits in 20th place in 
Canada’s roping standings. 

The bareback riders spread 
the money around last week¬ 
end, with no one placing in the 
money twice. Shawn Vant of 
Millet, AB, moved into second 
spot in the standings after a 
$905 win at Merritt for a 84 
point ride on Franklin’s Co¬ 
penhagen Steel Grey. 
Cochrane, AB’s Drake Whitney 
took the win at Okotdks after 
scoring 82 points on Void’s 
1,200 lb. Copenhagen I*it Stop, 
a 1994 CFR and NFR selection.
